As the
chairperson, and in order to further the coordination
efforts of the council, the secretary may invite
representatives from any other public agency, private
organization, business, citizen group, or nonprofit
entity to give public input at council meetings,
provided the entity has an interest in the coordinated
management of land resources, soil conservation, flood
mitigation, or water quality. The secretary shall also
invite and solicit advice from the following:

b. The nonvoting members of the council shall
include all of the following:

(1) Two members of the senate. One senator shall
be appointed by the majority leader of the senate and

one senator shall be appointed by the minority leader

of the senate.

One member shall be appointed by the speaker of the

house of representatives and one member shall be

appointed by the minority leader of the house of

representatives.

Section 466B.3, subsection 6, Code 2013,
is amended by adding the following new paragraph:

NEW PARAGRAPH. d. In coordination with the
department of natural resources and the department of
agriculture and land stewardship, the council shall
review, amend, and approve the state nutrient reduction
strategy. In reviewing and approving the strategy, the
council shall ensure that all concerns raised by the
United States environmental protection agency regarding
the strategy are addressed. The department of natural
resources and the department of land stewardship shall
include in the final strategy any changes recommended
by the council. 1In coordination with the department of
natural resources and the department of agriculture and
land stewardship, the council shall provide oversight
of the implementation of the strategy.

Sec. . Section 466B.31, subsection 1, Code 2013,
is amended to read as follows:

1. A watershed planning advisory council is
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established for purposes of assembling a diverse
group of stakeholders to review research and make
recommendations to and collaborate with various

state entities regarding methods to protect water
resources in the state, assure an adequate supply of
water, mitigate and prevent floods, and coordinate
the management of those resources in a sustainable,
fiscally responsible, and environmentally responsible
manner. The advisory council may seek input from
councils of governments or other organizations in the
development of its recommendations. The advisory
council shall meet once a year and at other times as
deemed necessary to meet the requirements of this
section. The advisory council may appoint a task
force to assist the advisory council in completing its
duties.
